Fruits in limited quantities are also 
being released and large quantities of 
mushrooms are being placed on the mar- 
ket, Germany during the last year hav- 
ing gone extensively into the cultivation 
of this edible. The mushrooms come 
into the market in a dried state and are 
largely used in the making of soups. 
Sugar is now almost unknown in Ger- 
many. Although Germany exported 
some 8,000,000 tons of sugar beet each 
year before the war, her sugar supply is 
now largely being converted into explo- 
sives, glycerin claiming the greater part 
of the supply.
